“Weight Watchers has 
given me the tools to begin 
to make the lasting shift that 
I and so many of us who are 
struggling with weight have 
longed for,” she says. 

Oprah, 61, has battled 
obesity for 40 years. 

In 1988, she famously lost 
67 pounds in three months, 
dropping to 130 pounds 
on a liquid protein diet. 
She proudly showed off 
her svelte figure to her TV 
audience in a pair of Calvin 
Klein size 10 jeans. 

Since then, she has yo- 
yoed wildly between 134 
pounds and a whopping 280! 

Now critics say the hefty 
media mogul better get with 
the program — fast! “She 
better drop 100 pounds in 
the first year ... or watch that 
stock plunge!” warns one. 
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D ying cher is 
desperately begging her 
transgender son, Chaz 
Bono, to find a wife! 

The 69-year-old superstar, 
who is battling a killer virus 
and emotional stress, is fading 
fast, fear friends.

Her legal eagle son advised 
her to sign a living will so she 
could stop treatments when she 
was ready.

when the time came," notes 
the source. 

Onassis battled cancer for 
four months. But on May 18, 
1994, while receiving 
hospital treatment for 
pneumonia in New York, 
she learned the cancer 
spread to her brain, 
spinal cord and liver. 

"That was it for Jack- 
ie," says the insider. 

"She discharged herself 
and went home to her 
Fifth Avenue apartment. 

"The next day she said 
goodbye and went to sleep 
for the last time. 

"We wondered, 'Did she assist 
herself in death?' It happened 
so fast." 

John, who died in a plane 


crash five years later, never con- 
fessed his role, says the source. 
But he issued a statement hint- 
ing that she orchestrated her 
own passing. 

"My mother died surrounded 
by the people and things that 
she loved," said John. "She did it 
her own way, on her own terms."

Ed Winter, assistant chief 
medical examiner for L.A. 


County, examined 93-year-old 
Rooney's corpse after his of- 
fice received reports the star 
was abused - which "turned 
out not to be true." 

But he admits his office 
didn't conduct toxicology tests 
to detect any chemicals in his 
bloodstream, which Rooney's 
daughters, Kelly, 56, and Ker- 
ry, 54, suspect were present.

But while he was lying in 
state, Kelly "leaned over and 
cut off a bunch of Mickey's 
hair.

Westendorp believes staying 
active, maintaining social 
networks and setting goals 
are key ways to maintain 
good health and enjoy our 
increasingly lengthy golden 
years. 

And people must embrace 
life and “tell yourself you are 
going to be around for a while,” 
he says, predicting the average 
lifespan will exceed 100 years 
in the not-too-distant future. 

To live longer, you have to 
stay positive and decrease your 
fears of illness as the years pass. 

Adds Westendorp, “Now that 
we are living longer, healthier 
lives than ever before, we 
have the opportunity and 
responsibility to fill them with 
meaning.”

In 2009 he tried to 
bring late-night flavor to the 
10 p.m. time slot with “The Jay 
Leno Show,” but the sketch 
and celebrity interview series 
sputtered and died. The wreck 
was sent to the junkyard after 
four months.
